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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The prior art of record (USP 6,597,721 B1 to 
Hutchinson et al.) still reads on the previously rejected claims. 

Continuation of 13. Other: Regarding the proposed amendment to claims 1 and 27, the specification as originally filed does not state or 
clearly suggest "having one or more transmission modes that during operation couple to the one or more guided-wave modes... thereby 
causing said optical energy to exit from the core." Rather the specificaition only states that "there exist transmission modes that couple 
to excited guided-wave modes", i.e., more than one transmission mode and more than one excited guided wave mode are coupled. 
Furthermore, the specification as originally filed does not clearly specify that this coupling actually causes optical energy to exit from the 
core. Therefore, the proposed amendment after final rejection adds new matter.
